Air Sanitation was established the 
State Department Public Health 
carry out the department’s new re- 
sponsibilities this field. The new 
bureau will function under annual 
operating budget $250,000. John 
Maga, Senior Sanitary Engineer 
the Bureau Sanitary Engineer- 
ing, has been appointed acting chief 
the new bureau.

Animal Rabies Control Regulations 
Revised State Board 


tions for the control communicable 
diseases adopted the California 


rabies. 


Among the changes the regula- 


State Board Health April 29, 
1955, was revision Section 2606 
relating the control animal 


The primary changes this section 

are: 

Definition ‘‘rabies endemic 
area’’ one declared the 
local health officer the State 
Department Public Health. 

Increase the minimum period 
quarantine ‘‘rabies en- 
demic area’’ from 120 365 
days after the last recognized 
ease rabies. 

Provision that dogs vaccinated 
against rabies may released 
from quarantine requirements 
the discretion the local quar- 
antine authority. 


The revised section provides legal 
basis for the recognition canine 
antirabies vaccination. This recogni- 
tion based upon modern medical 
knowledge and concepts rabies con- 
trol and keeping with proven 
health practices. 

The purpose the revised regula- 
tions lessen the threat 
health that exists animal rabies 
designating endemic areas, -by in- 
creasing the minimum quarantine pe- 
riod such areas, and allowing 
certain privileges for immunized dogs 
such areas. 

California now has the largest and 
the most extensive reservoir rabies 
infection that has had many 
years. Twenty-one counties are cur- 
rently involved, primarily with rabies 
wild life. matter real con- 
public health authorities that 
the transmission rabies infection 
from wild life dogs prevented. 
The situation warrants aggressive 
program the part the local and 
state health agencies. expected 
that the new regulations will make 
control efforts more uniform and 
effective. 
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Recent Outbreaks Food-borne 
Disease California 


California has experienced the fol- 
lowing recent outbreaks food-borne 
diseases which are felt signifi- 
either because they are 
unusual nature involve large 
number persons. These outbreaks 
were selected for California’s Health 
from epidemiological reports made 
weekly the State Department 
Publie Health the National Office 
Vital 


Staphylococcal Food Poisoning 


Eight persons labor camp be- 
ill within hour four hours 
after meal which ham was eaten. 
Seven the eight were hospitalized 
for nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, chills, 
headache, and marked prostration. 
All recovered and were dis- 
charged from the hospital within 
hours. Local health department in- 
vestigation pointed the ham the 
suspect food. had been kept 
room temperature indefinitely before 
was served. Laboratory analysis 
samples all the foods eaten justi- 
fied suspicion the ham. Beta hemo- 
staphylococci were isolated from 
the ham the predominant organ- 
ism. The period without refrigeration 
had been ample for growth staph- 
and production entero- 
toxin. 


Staphylococcus Food Poisoning 


Twenty-two persons another la- 
bor became ill two three 
hours after eating freshly prepared 
meal. Only two patients were hospi- 
talized, but all had nausea, dizziness, 
vomiting, cramps and 
about two hours duration. the at- 
tending physician and the local health 
department investigator, this seemed 
typical staphylococcal food poison- 
ing outbreak, but the cause could not 
identified with certainty. Labora- 
tory findings the raw beef ham- 
burger were negative for food 
poisoning organisms. Despite the aid 
interpreter, the language bar- 
rier between the Mexican nationals 
and the investigators precluded ob- 
taining adequate histories from those 
affected. 


Gastro-enteritis—Cause Unidentified 
Over half 110 persons attending 
banquet became violently ill 
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hours afterward. The illness was 
characterized headache, low fever, 
severe vomiting and diarrhea. 
least secondary cases were re- 
ported the families involved. Most 
the cases were not ill enough 
physician, that there was not 
prompt reporting the health de- 
partment. Because the late report- 
ing, samples food were available 
for laboratory analysis. The menu 
Swiss steak, gravy, 
mashed potatoes, frozen peas, Jello 
salad, cake, whipped cream, rolls, but- 
ter, coffee and milk. 

food poisoning was 
ruled out the long pe- 
riod and the secondary cases. These 
would suggest bacterial pathogen, 
salmonella shigella, but the causa- 
tive organism could not recovered. 

Investigation the local health 
department disclosed irregularities 
the ingredients, preparation 
storage the food, except that one 
the cooks (female) had been ill and 
continued work the day the 
banquet. was also learned that she 
had been ill with diarrhea during the 
previous week. 

Stool cultures were taken both 
chosen random. All were negative 
for intestinal pathogens, except that 
the male cook, which proved 
positive for typhoid bacillus! The 
maximum incubation period for ty- 
phoid has passed, but cases have 
developed secondary this man. 
has history previous typhoid 
and the disease are 
known have been traced him. 
has not been established that 
nor has the outbreak 
been definitely attributed him. 


Gastro-enteritis—Source Undetermined 
Forty more persons out 600 
ill with diarrhea from hours 
after eating. The suspected food was 
baked beans, cooked large con- 
tainers, refrigerated 40° and 
reheated three pots prior serv- 
ing. many instances, persons who 
became ill were served next indi- 
viduals who remained well. This 
made determine the ve- 
hicle the source the infection, 
although might indicate that some 
the were served food 
that had been thoroughly heated and

others got food heated only enough 
bacteria. 

Bacteriological examination food 
items revealed unidentified para- 
colon organism. Stool specimens 
patients showed similar organism. 
addition, the specimen one pa- 
tient yielded Salmonella typhimu- 
rium. 


The source the outbreak was not 
definitely determined.
